The refusal came in the closing 
hours of the session.

er in 1953, that the GOP will op­ 
pose any Democratic plan "to play 
politics" with top state jobs, Dent 
said: 
"They (the Republicans! will get 
the same consideration for minor­ 
ity representation that we had for 
the past 16 years—none."

Bulbs which blossom in the early I 
spring do not demand sunlight of j 
maximum intensity, therefore they ! 
thrive and blossom indoors in light 
insufficient for most flowering plants. 
Varieties which flower earliest in 
the garden are easiest to flower in- , 
doors as a rule. Crocuses, grape hy- J 
acinths, narcissi and hyacinths are 
less difficult than tulips. They can 
be grown in bulb fiber, in bowls 
without drainage. 
Bulb fibre can be prepared by 
mixing peat moss which has been 
put through the kitchen sieve, with 
one-fourth its volume in charcoal, 
and one-eighth fine oyster shell or 
bone meal. Fill a decorative bowl j 
with the fibre, saturate it, and set 
the bulbs in the fibre up to their j 
necks. 
Keep the bowl in dim light where 
the temperature stays below 55 de- j 
grees, watering the fibre regularly. 
If it dries out the flower buds may 
be destroyed. Root growth will form 
first, then top growth will begin. 
As soon as top growth is well 
started, take the bowl to a window 
where it will have all the light 
possible, and a temperature between 
55 and 70 degrees. A picture window 
facing north which is not shaded 
from reflected light of the northern 
sky is a preferred location for most 
flowering bulbs and foliage plants. 
The light which such a window 
admits is adequate and it has the 
advantage of an even and cool 
temperature. In a room which varies 
between 70 and 80 degrees in day­ 
light hours, the temperature close 
to a north window will often be IO 
to 20 degrees lower. 
A picture window facing south. 
on the other hand, which gets the 
full impact of the winter sun will 
usually be subject to extreme vari­ 
ations of temperature. 
East and west picture windows 
are likely to be more favorable to 
plants than one facing south. Arti­ 
ficial light can be used to supple- 
: inent daylight which is insufficient. 
By using a photographic light 
meter, which nealy all 
amateur 
photographers now possess, you can 
check the light from your best 
window to see whether the daylight 
is adequate for the plants you wish 
I to grow, 
An intensity of 200 foot candles 
for twelve hours a day is sufficient 
to develop the flowers of bulbs. To 
measure the light that falls on the 


place where your plants can be kept, 
lay two sheets of white paper flat, 
one above the other. Hold a Weston 
light meter six inches above the 
ppaper being careful not< to cast 
a shadow. Multiply the meter read­ 
ing by four and you will have ap­ 
proximately the foot-candles of light 
available to your plants. Any kind of 
artificial light can be used to make 
up a deficit. Other flowering pot 
plants, which need about 500 foot 
candles each 12 hours, should not be 
attempted except in a south window, 
which enjoys direct sunlight or a 
large east, west or north window 
which receives the full reflected light 
of the sky.

1954 celebration of the 300th an- 
niversary of America's first Jew­ 
ish settlement. 
R a o a 11 i n g conditions which 


sparked a great flowering of Ju ­ 
daism in m edieval times, Rabbi 
Solomon E. Starels, of Savannah, 
Ga., said: 
“Another Golden Age” 
“The fourth century of Jewish 
life in the United States may prove 
to be another golden age of Jewish 
civilization.” 
He and Rabb! Rauch, among the 
ministers of the 14 oldest Jewish 
congregations in the land who 
were 
honored

night, delivered sermons at local 
temples Saturday. 
It required several centuries for

Jewish life to emerge, in eighth-

Spain,

Increase Of Institutions 
He noted the increase and af­ 
fluence of Jewish cultural institu­

GRILL COP FOUR 
HOURS ON STAND 
IN MURDER CASE 


CLEVELAND. OB—How well did 
handsome Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard 
cooperate with police in their in­ 
vestigation of his wife’s slaying 
July 4? 
The state contends that he gave 
them very little help, that his 
brothers hurried him away to hos­ 
pital seclusion, that he refused to 
take a lie detector test and that 
he later clammed up under police 
questioning. 
Through one of the state’s own 
witnesses, the 
defense made a 
strong effort at Dr. Sheppard's 
murder trial on Friday to knock 
down that contention. 
Policeman On Stand 
The witness was Fred Drenkhan, 
a good-looking police officer from 
suburban Bay Village, where the 
murder occurred. 
Drenkhan, who appeared to have 
a mental filing cabinet, had been a 
good witness for the state. The 
chief defense attorney, William J. 
Corrigan, took over on cross-ex­ 
amination. 
He asked the patrolman if he 
and two sheriff’s deputies hadn’t 
gone to the Bay View Hospital, 


where Dr. Sheppard was confined, 
and questioned the osteopath Thurs­ 
day, four days after the slaying. 
“ Yes,” Drenkhan answered. 
Not Finished In 4 Hours 
Corrigan also asked the witness 
if Dr. Sheppard hadn't told him 
he “wanted to help as much as 
possible because he was interested 
in the apprehension of the m urder­ 
er more than anything else in the 
world.” 
T h e patrolman 
acknowledged 
that this was so; also that Dr. 
Sheppard talked with officers the 
next day and re-enacted his ver­ 
sion of the murder night. 
The 30-year-old defendant is ac­ 
cused of bludgeoning his wife Mar­ 
ilyn, 31. to death in the bedroom of 
their lakefront home. Dr. Sheppard 
claims an unknown intruder com­ 
mitted the crime. 
Corrigan questioned the witness 
for almost four hours and said he 
had still further questions to ask 
today when the trial resumes.

Just 15 minutes after the sirens 
sounded at 2 p.m. on Friday, the 
participants found themselves 500 
feet underground in a slope mine.
